The following letters from various officers in the American Army, 
are from the collection of Mrs. Henry M. Sage, of Belle Isle 
plantation near Georgetown, S. C. and Fernbrook, Menand’s 
Road, Albany, New York. She has kindly given us permission 
to copy and print. Notes furnished by the Editor. 


Stephen Drayton! Charles Town 
To “The Honble Genl. Lincoln 18th January 1779 
Commander in Chief of the Southern 

Deptartment, Camp at Purrysburg.”’ 

Sir 

Late on yesterday I had the honor of your letter of the 12th 
Instant from Pursburgh|sic]. Iam glad you mean to order some 
of the waggons from Camp as we are really puzzled to procure a 
sufficiency. 

I beg leave to quit this head to mention to you, Sir the 
impropriety of the Commissary of North Carolina’s conduct, in 
having authority to get waggons without my knowledge. Con- 
siquently I have several times I have been imposed upon by the 
subtufuge of No Carolina service, the authority he acts under is his 
appointment of Commissary, which in his State gave him ample 
power, but I humbly conceive can in no way operate here, and even 
there, it must have militated with Order. 

Willing, Sir, to render every Service to my Country I can,

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forgive me, if I mention to you difficulties or improprieties that I 
may meet with; hitherto, & for very good reasons, matters in my 
department have been carried on without any regularity, hence 
arises the many difficulties & the continuation of Improprieties.— 
to lay them before you, is to remove them—In this opinion there- 
fore I conceive it my Duty to acquaint you of every mode that 
may strike me, by which we can with more celerity & ease convey 
Stores & other essentials to Camp. With deference, Sir, let me 
then recommend a proper convoy of Batteaus, to go from hence to 
Combahe or as circumstances may render it necessary to Ashepo. 
In doing this I would humbly propose to get a couple of Boats on 
whom can be mounted two 6 pounders in prow, a few swivels, 
with 15 or 20 men each (& those Militia). Such Boats can with 
ease be had, as Convoys,—in one fleet we can transport as much 
provisions & other stores as 150 or 200 waggons could take in—then 
please consider the land carriage is Short’ned near two thirds, & 
that two thirds some of the worst Roads—Ten Batteaus contain- 
ing 70 or 80 bls of Beef pork or flour & navigated from 4 to 6 
hands can make a trip to & from either of those places once in ten 
days upon an Average—to set aside the difference of Expence, it 
would be the means of having your Army while at their present 
Post, better & more regularly Supplied—from what I have said 
you can form a judgment—therefore will not intrude more upon 
your time. 

I have supplied Genl. Ash with a few tents & knapsacks, the 
former a few indeed—as I cannot obtain an Exemption from 
Military Duty for those so necessarily engaged in public work— 
for want of wire I cannot send you any Kettles but in a few days 
shall send a large supply of Canteens—& my utmost shall be 
exerted to procure some Iron Rods to be drawn for compleating the 
Kettles—Spades or Shovels it is in vain to hope for the President 
denies he has any, & not one to be bought, the President recom- 
mends pressing them from the plantations.—Hoes, axes, & a few 
grubbing hoes I now forward—the Carpenters Tools I shall dispatch 
immediately it is but within these few days I could obtain many 
of the Articles. 

As to Carpenters I fear, Sir, there will be a difficulty attending 
the procuring of them—nevertheless I will strive to bring a 
company on with me. 
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I take liberty to inclose a list of Articles now come on—and 
have the Honor to be

Dear Sir 

I received your favor from the Mills, I cannot give you any 
further account of the Enemys motions all my intelligence hereto 
have been from Count Polaski, who I suppose is now with you—I 
have marched off this morning to join you, four hundred Conti- 
nental Troops including Artillery with 4 field pieces—3—4 & 1-3 
pounders, and about 350 Militia. The Militia are mostly those 
living where the Enemy have made such havock, I have informed 
them they would have a chance of getting their property, as I 
doubted not when you sent out any Parties to collect and stop 
plunder, they should be of the number. I shall be glad to hear 
from you as soon as possible, and whether I should send any more 
men; I shall hold all the Country Militia in readiness to march at a 
moments warning

Since I wrote the within I am informed the Enemy have got 1 forty 
gun ship & 16 Transports a. Port Royal & a number of vessells at 
Roupells (?) ferry I suppose they mean to carry off their plunder; 
tis earnestly hoped and expected that you will over take them and 
prevent them carrying away the negroes.

[A detailed report of the movements of the British about Savan- 
nah, suggesting preparations which culminated in the attack in 
October in which Pulaski was killed, D’Estaing and his fleet 
repulsed and Gen. Lincoln driven back to Charleston.] 

Major Barnwell having sent you an Express informing you the 
Enemy had evacuated Port Royal Island just before my arrival 
there, it was needless for me to trouble you with letter on that 
head—I took boat with a few men to observe their motions— 
They finding their passage obstructed came to in Dawfuskie 
River and landed their troops on an Island of ye same name—On 
Friday last (the day before yesteday) abt. 11 o’clock the troops 
reimbarked & the shipping made sale up the River towards Owl 
Creek at one o’clock they came to opposite Broad Creek (a Creek 
that runs into ye Island of Hilton Head) landed their troops on a 
little island severed from Hilton Head by a Marsh abt. half a mile 
in width—Yesterday I went to the nearest point of land to them— 
They had pitched their tents and were busied in getting their 
provision on shore—Their Shipping are the Vigilent, two Gallies, 
three transport ships, one sloop, one Schooner and two small 
tenders—if the French would send two frigates over Port Royal 
Barr to lay in broad River opposite scull Creek their retreat to 
Port Royal would be totally cut off, Port Royal Barr will admit a 
Ship of Warr of Seventy Guns and two Frigates up da-Auscher 
River must inevitably make ye British troops, & Shipping fall a 
sacrifice; any Vessel that the Barr of Tibe will admit can come up 
DeadAuscher River with safety—there is a door open by which Col. 
Maitland and his troops may get into Savannah, if he does not 
know it, by going in his flat bottomed boats up Wright River and 
crossing a neck of land He can come out in Savanna River opposite 
the town of Savanna, the which will be prevented by the frigates 
in DaAuscher River—I am with great Respect,

Dear General. 

Captain Parker who returned this afternoon reports that he 
advanced within three hundred yards of Wappataw bridge, on the 
other side of which the enemy were then encaraped—he counted 
about fifty tents, in two lines—which appeared to him to compose 
the whole of their infantry encampment—from this and other 
circumstances he does not estimate the numbers of foot beyond 
three hundred & fifty—he had no means of judging the force of 
their cavalry—he did not percieve any bridge-head or work of any 
kind on this side of Wappataw. Their Situation from the Map & 
Capt Parkers account seems to be secure against an attack on this 
side—but an expedition up the River and descent under cover of 
our armed vessels, so as to fall suddenly upon their right flank and 
rear might probably be successful. The enemy during their stay 
in this neck have squandred a vast quantity of forage & provision— 
they have scarcely left anything at Mrs. Pinckneys plantation*—I 
found her negroes gleaning peas corn and rough Rice from the 
Enemys encampment at the Church. I inclose one of the Certifi- 
cates taken by our pusillanimous militia. Captain Parker took a 
great many of them from different individuals.

Dear General 
On General Sumpters Intended Attacks on the Enemy posted at 
Biggin Church near Monks Corner, he Ordered me forwards to take

your decision & thinks that we should Settle it by drawing Lots.— 
your decision on any Point Relative to me I Shall at all times pay a 
Respect to—but am fully of Oppinion that you will not Subject 
me to be Commanded by this Gentleman, who was but a Short 
time in Service before the fall of Ch’s Town & then only a Major 
in State Service, I need not mention to you my Services, you are 
Already Acquainted w’h them, both w’h Respect to Length of 
Time & Rank & I also think Services to my Country have been at 
least Equal to his—Indeed I received the Commission you was 
Pleased to honor me with Several days before he received his & in 
every Point of View I think I Cannot Give up to his Command and 
will be very glad to Receive your Decision on the Matter. Be 
pleased also to Inclose the Commissions for the Officers I recom- 
mended to you for my Regiment also to Inform me if you Approved 
of Capt Lusk joining me w’h his men as I have wrote you. General 
Marions Militia being mostly Gone home, I am at Present here 
forwarding Cloathing & Equipting of my men as fast as I can 
Inlist them & I beleave Shall want nothing but Shirts for them w’cI 
must fall on Some method of Procuring—For fear of hurting the 
Recruiting Service by Substitutes, I receive the money myself & 
Give to none more than fifty Dolls. Bounty, this method & borrow- 
ing Hard money are the only means of Procuring men, I cannot 
Get them to Receive Cont’] money nor can I Sell Cont’! for hard 
money even at tw Hundred for one discount, but am in hopes the 
other means will Enable me to fill my Regiment—Nothing more 
at Present

Dear Sir, 

I have taken some pains to endeavour to find out whether the 
information which the Deserter gave you relative to Wappoo 
Creek was true, but upon examining every person I could meet who 
are well acquainted with the Depth of it, I find all agree that they 
neither know, or ever heard of any part of it being fordable except 
at Wappoo Cut, the Water in the most Shallowest part, except the 
Cut, being not less than 5 or 6 feet deep at low Water. 

The Night before last, I had an interview and a private Chat, with 
a Gentleman resident of Charles Town, he shows himself to be a 
British Subject, and an Englishman Born, tho’ he has resided in 
this Country a long time, he wishes to spend the remainder of his 
Days here and he is not comprehended in either the Confiscation or 
Amersement Bills, he wishes to make his peace, I endeavoured to 
draw what intelligence I could from him, but found him rather 
cautious, however from what I could learn, I believe a great un- 
easiness prevails amongst the British Officers in Town, the non 
arrival of their Cork Fleet, and their provisions growing short, 
distresses them greatly, I verily believe that their Beef and Pork, 
is short indeed, and so is their Bread and Flour, the Rice helps 
out, but they have lately reduced the Rations, and substituted 
Oatmeal instead of Bread or Rice, for three days in the Week 
allowance, all this has alarmed both Soldiers and Negroes. (Now 
is the Time to stop all Boats going to Town with any kind of 
provisions, is such a Measure was immediately, I am persuated it 
would answer a good purpose). They have not had any authentic 
Accounts from England since the beginning of February and no 
prospect of any Reinforcements. I am told that they are appre- 
hensive that an Attempt will be made on James Island, my 
Informant thinks that when that is about to be put into Execu- 
tion, if they get intelligence of it, they will retire to Town, he says 
there are about 750 Men on the Island between three and four

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hundred British Soldiers, the remainder Reffuges. This together 
with the Enclosed Note is all I can tell you—Capt. Green desires I 
would inform you that there is a Quarter Cask of Rum for you at 
Mr. Kennedy’s Tavern commonly called Rantowle’s. 

I think it proper to give you a hint that you may inform the 
General, that I am suspicious that a Young Man by the Name of 
Mr. Chollet, who was till lately an under Secretary or clerk ever 
since the Town fell, to Colo. Balfour, the Commandant, he comes 
frequently down to this parish to a Mrs. Bonneau’s a poor Widow 
Woman near Rantowle’s Causey, under pretence of getting things 
out of Town, I have made an Enquiry lately about him and find 
that he stays sometime to the Southward, but comes down here 
every other week, and has lately got one of Mrs. Bonneau’s 
Daughers to go into Town for him, this Young Woman was 
frequently visited by Colo. Robertson of Colo. Innis’ Corps, who 
used to be up with her two or three days and Nights for upwards 
of a twelve Month past, until he could come no more in safety. 
The Girl since that is frequently going to Town to see him, thro’ 
her I am afraid Mr. Chollet conveys Letters and Intelligence, he 
writes well and understands the French language—I think some 
Enquiry should be made about this man, and he should be stop’d, 
coming down here, he certainly can have no inducement to stay 
at the poor Widow’s home when they have scarcely any thing to 
Eat—the Girl went to Town with Capt. Green, I am told, with a 
letter from Chollet—for Gods sake good Sir, dont let my name be 
mentioned about this information, if it is, I may suffer for the 
Story will soon reach Town. 

I cannot conclude my Letter without entreating the favour of 
you to [be] kind enough to get me a protection for the little stock 
and provision I have remaining, as Mr. Elliott has got, or else my 
Family as well as my Slaves must inevitably Starve. I now have 
not a bushel of clear Rice remaining to use, and not Rough Rice 
enough for Seed. I have generously given up all the Cattle I had, 
except a few Milk Cows, most of the Crop of Rice Corn and Peas I 
made as well as Corn Blades, and feed every Officer and Soldier I 
could as jong as I had it, without receiving a Certificate for an 
Article, I would continue to do so with great pleasure, if I had it, 
but notwithstanding all I have done, still I am called on by every 
party that comes down for Provisions, and as I cannot comply 
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with such Demands I have meet with some uncivil treatment, 
which I wish to avoid from my Countrymen. I therefore trust 
Gen. Greene will not refuse me my request—a protection of this 
kind, will be no obstacle in my entertaining any Officer that comes 
this way, but I cannot any more accommodate the Men—My 
friends will always be sure of a hearty will, In that Number, I 
beg to have the Honor of placing you—

Ashley River, 9th September, 1783. 
Dear General. 

Mrs. Farr came up from Town Yesterday, by whom I have the 
following intelligence, which I think its proper that you should be 
acquainted therewith. 

That eight victualling Ships, and five vessels loaded with dry 
Goods had lately arrived in the port of Charlestown:—the Vessels 
they had loaded with Rice, live Stock, some Indigo, Household 
Furniture, and other plunder, and a large number of Negroes.— 
That another expedition was fitting out for the like Service, and 
would sail soon, supposed for the Southward, in quest for Rice, 
as they had got intelligence that a good deal of Rice was still on 
Combahee River—I have often know Schooners go from Town to 
Combanee in one day, when the Wind was blown fresh at N. East. 
—That the Loyalists in CharlesTown had solicited Gen. Leslie 
for leave to go out into the Country and make reprisals of all 
property they could lay their hands on to compensate themselves 
for what they had lost. That the Merchants fearing that the 
British Debts would be seized on agreeable to the Governors 
threat had remonstrated with Gen. Leslie against sending expedi- 
tions to the Country and Plundering property, particularly those 
by Water but finding their Remonstrance not attended toby Leslie, 
they had dispatched a Vessel last Friday to New York, with a 
Representation thereof to Sir Guy Carleton. 

Mrs. Farr was told by a Gentleman in Town of Character, to 
mention to you that he had occasion lately to go about the Lines 
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on the back of the Town, where he had a good view of every Fort 
and Fortification, that all the Cannon were taken away from the 
Works and Lines and every where else, except one fort where there 
were three Cannon that there was only a picquet Guard kept about 
those Lines, and whilst the Troops were on the Expedition to the 
Southward, he apprehended that nothing could have prevented 
your Army getting into Town, as most of the Hessians were sick. 
That the partisan Colo. Fanning had been long soliciting Gen. 
Leslie for a Command to come out into the Country offering 
for a handsome reward to carry the Head to Gen Leslie of yourself, 
Gen. Marion or any other person he might require, and that he, 
Fanning had actually come out of Town last Thursday or Friday 
with only a Negro to endeavour to accomplish some vile Purpose— 
Would it not be proper that Gen. Marion should have a hint of 
this?

STEPHON MAZYCK TO PHILIP PORCHER 


This interesting letter is the property of Mr. Henry Dwight of 
Pineopolis, S. C. and the copy is contributed by Miss Anne Porcher 
of the same place. 

Peter Porcher! to whom the letter is written, was a son of Philip 
(“the loyalist”) and Mary (Mazyck) Porcher. He was born De- 
cember 25, 1764, and died in 1807. He married (1) Suzanne 
Charlotte Ravenel, and (2) Marion Johnston, daughter of Philip 
Johnston and Mary Mackenzie. He studied in Europe, and was a 
member of the Inns of Courts. His children were: Peter, M. D. 
Mary Ann 1808-1891, married Thomas Richard Corbett; Philip 
Johnston, d. 1871; married 1829, Louise Petigru (sister of J. L. 
Petigru) and had a number of children.

My dear Nephew. 

I gave myself the pleasure of Writing to you on the 10*. of 
Decemb’. last by your Cousin Isaac Mazyck? who I make no 
doubt give you a particular Account of the Situation of your 
Relations and every thing here. I Wrote to you again on the 
25th of April since which I have not had the Pleasure to hear from 
you, the last Letter I Receiv*. from you was dated in Septemb’. and 
the last your Father Receiv’ was dated Octob’. last which 
makes him very anxious and Uneasy. Especially as We have 
Lately Receiv’ Several Letters from your Uncle Paul* and Cousin 
William Mazyck one Letter as late as the 15** of March, as a 
Vessel is Just Arrived at S*. Augustine from London I make no 
doubt but We have Letters from you in her.

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I mentioned in my former Letters the Situation of your worthy 
Father and Family, as your Father was fully determined to Stay 
in this Country not withstanding his Estate was Confiscated he 
Stayed at Santee Untill the Assembly met in January when he was 
Obliged to come down, but he was not Confined in the Provost as 
Mr’. John Wragg‘ and other Gentlemen were. But he was allowd 
to stay at your Aunt William Mazycks.® He with many other 
Gentlemen in the same Situation Petitioned to the Assembly 
Praying to be Allowed to Remain in this Country and to have their 
Estates and Property Restored to them, these Petitions were 
Referred to Committees and your Father amongst others having 
great many Powerfull Friends from his Universal Good Character 
the Committees of the Senate and Assembly Reported in the most 
Favourable Manner in Regard to his Case and strongly Recom- 
mended that he should be allowed to Remain here and be Restored 
to his Estates. But as the Assembly had a vast deal of Business, 
tho they Sett about Two months they broke up in a Hurry and 
had not Time to Passa Possitive Law in Regard to your Father and 
others who they Intended to take off the Confiscation Act. So 
they Passed a Temporary Law to Allow about Seventy Persons 
Mentioned therein to be Bailed and allowed to return to their 
Estates and to Postpone the sale of any Part of them Untill the 
Assembly meet again, it was to meet in Septemb*. but is now called 
to meet the 7 of July So your Father Returned to Santee the 
latter end of March and is now in Possesion of all his Property. 
He has Lost very Little all his Negroes Staying with him. He and 
the Family Live at Santee as Usual very Quiet, and you need not 
be the Least Uneasy about him and his Property as I make not the 
Least doubt but he and his Property will Come off very Well 
and will I hope spend the Remainder of his Days Happily in this 
Country. No Man in Carolina has more Friends than he has. 
I am very Sorry to say that M*. Theodore Gaillard® and many 
other worthy Gentlemen have not come off so Well and the

Tunno, Scott, 
Inglis and Rose, whose estates are Confiscated Arrived here since 
the Peace and were not allowed to Land if they had Landed they 
would have been confined and Banished again. Mr’. A. Loocock 
who came over in the same Situation is now Confined in the Provost 
of this Town, by the Sale of the Confiscated Estates many Worthy 
Families will have their Houses sold over their heads and they 
be greatly Distressed. Amongst them is Poor M*. Theodore 
Gaillard. I sincerely Pitty these Unfortunate People as the 
Ministry in England Infamously Deserted them and made no 
Provision for them in the Treaty & what is worse gave up East 
Florida where many Thousands of them were Happily Settled I 
still hope th. t some thing will be done for these Unfortunate and 
Distressed People both in England and America. A Repeal of the 
Confiscation Act might make this a very Flourishing and Happy 
Country, but at Present it is a very Distressed and disagreable one. 
as your Uncle Paul Mazycks Estate here is very Safe I hope he 
will stay in Ireland where he can Enjoy Quiet and Happy Life. 
In regard to myself I am now endevouring to Settle a!l my Business 
and the Estates I am Concerned for and as soon as I can get 
Money enough in England I shall go to Live in England or Ireland 
and make no doubt but I shall enjoy health and Happiness there. 
I hope to go next year. 

Soon After your Father Returned to Santee on the 10" of April 
your Sister Mariane’ was Married to Cousin Thomas Broughton 
of the Mulberry which Marriage has given great Satisfaction to all 
their Friends and I make no doubt but she will be very Happy. 
Your Cousin Betsy Porcher® was married in November last to M’. 
Peter Gaillard. M*. Benjamin Waring® (son of John Waring 
Esq'.) was lately Married to Miss —ry Hamlin Daughter of

Unfortunate Accident 
On Saturday, the 14th ult. between 1 and 2 P.M. Thomas Paine, 
jun. of this city, commander of gun-vessel No. 4; Mr. Tomlin, 
commander of gun-vessel No. 10; and Mr. Patterson, a young 
gentleman, nephew to Mr. Hamilton, planter, of St. Simons, 
and four men, left Fernandina in the boat belonging to gun-vessel 
No. 10, to go on board the gun-vessel lying in St. Simons Bay; 
when about a mile and a half from Fernandina, a flaw of wind 
struck the boat and upset her. Mr. Patterson although a good 
swimmer, was unfortunately drowned... . Two men swam for the 
shore and gained it. Two could not swim, but got on the boat. 
Mr. Paine also got on the boat, finding she could not bear up 
with them all, he took an oar and reached the shore with it. Mr. 
Tomlin had nearly gained the shore, when his strength failed, and 
he would have drowned but for the timely assistance of one of the 
men who had got on shore. It was very cold and they nearly 
perished before they could get assistance, which was finally pro- 
cured by one of the men, who stripped himself and swam three 
quarters of a mile, to the Highland, and run to the town and gave 
the alarm, when a boat was manned and sent to their relief. It was 
feared Mr. Tomlin would not survive—it was four hours before 
he could get any warmth, after which a violent fever seized him, 
but he is now in a convalescent state.
